The church wai 
under the power of the rich and powerful, but when the Great 
Nazarene began to preach his gospel, the poor, the meek and the 
lowly crowded to hear him, the son of a carpenter, and one who 
sympathized'with them.

What transpired then, the church leaders, the rich and the 


powerful began to plot to take his life, and .never stopped until 
it was accomplished. And was it not one of his own disciples 
that betrayed him, just as we have Judas in the labor: move- 
ment today?

The redemption of ;labor was laid down in the Sermon on 


the Mount. Mathew, Chapter 5. It is in,the four gospels the 
redemption of labor may be found. 


Does not the Scriptures say: "Seek ye first the kingdom of 


God and his righteousness, and all things will be added to you." 


Read what Paul said to the Galatians, fifth chapter, first, 


thirteenth and fourteenth verses: 


"Stand fast therefore-in.the libcrtywherewith Christ hath 


made HS free, and be not entangled again'.with the yoke of bond- 
age." 


"For brethren yc have been called unto'liberty; only iise 


not liberty for an occasion to the flesh, but by love serve one-an- 
other." 


"For all the law is fulfilled in one word, even in this: Thou 


shalt love thy neighbor as thyself."' 


"But if ye bite and devour one another, take heed that ye not 


•consume one another."

Now, what lessons do we learn here that are applicable to 


rthe present day. The world.had gotten almost back to the place 
'.it was in the days of Christ. The poor growing poorer, the rich 
growing richer. But a new era has opened; a great leader of 
•men has come forth preaching the spirit of democracy. Not the 
democracy of partisan politics, but of the. true democracy-;—the 
rule of the people. But the toiling masses of-the world are not 
going to be satisfied with a political democracy while an,-indus- 
trial autocracy exists in the world. 


John, on the Island of Patmas, saw a new heaven and a new 


earth. Labor may not have seen the new heaven, it is for the 
church to show them that, but they have seen the "new earth" 
and the fullness thereof and never again will labor sit idle by 
and be content until their right for fair living and treatment is 
accorded them. 


Paternalism is not the cure-for-the unrest of labor, but the 


right to a wage that will enable the laborer to properly educate 
his children, have some recreation for himself, and,to s^ye a 
little for his old age. 


Bathhouse and other things around where he works is good 


as far as it goes, but what the laboring man'wants is a just share 
of his toil that he may have the bath and other things in his 
home.

If Bolshevism ever spreads over the country it will'be on 


account of the Bolshevick employer who refuses the right of his 
employes to organize and deal collectively with him. 


The trades union movement in this .country is an orderly 


institution that only asks to be given a square deal. 


When the employer^recognizes the principle of collective 


bargaining and is willing to meet the spokesman of his em- 
ployes across the conference-table and deal honestly and fairly 
with them, man to man, then the last shadow of Bolshevism will 
disappear.

The. organized labor forces in this country are ruled by laws 


and regulations, which, after years of .trial, have shown their 
worth. In Russia and other parts of Europe, where ignorance 
and servitude has been the lot of the man who toils, we find he 
was denied every right to organize, so that when the great war 
came on and the Russian Government crumbled, we have the il- 
literate, the ignorant and the visionairies in charge, wholly un- 
restrained by law; rule of regulation. To such a. people it is as 
though a blind man should suddenly be given his sight, the glare 
of noonday sun paralyzes.him. 


In this country the labor uniori is a true demorcay, with 


laws that govern Its members, and, wh*h glvtn proptr consider- 
ation, stands &r the best claw of government for the people, of. 
the people and by the people. 


. The craft organiza.tlon is, In my opinion,the solution^!'this 


question, but do not understand me to say that I am opposed, to 
co-operation. On great Industrial and political question* which 
are basic, I am a strong believer in co-operation. To illustrate: 
The eight-hour day, workman's compensation, factory inspection 
laws, child labor laws, the union label, the recognition of collec- 
tive bargaining, etc.

Every man who labors should be a voter, and labor must 


consolidate on tha,t .question, work for the enfranchisement of 
every laboring man, and when he has the ballot, then let him use 
it as the weapon to-wrest from the profiteer and despoilers of 
labor that, which is labor's just share. But do not be fooled by 
the old camouflage of political party, but vote for the man who 
has proven or is known, not by his words, but his acts to be the 
friend of labor.
